NATIONAL SUNDAY SCHOOL CONVENTION 


October 18-20, 1951 
AT THE METROPOLITAN METHODIST CHURCH, 
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THE FOOLISH FARMER OF LUKE 12 


This parable presents a very graphic picture of how 
covetousness may gain the ascendency in one’s life. The 
man’s estate brought forth plentifully, yet that within it- 
self was not an unusual story. He, evidently, had acquired 
his farm legally and pursued the honest enterprise with 
diligence. For this he is not condemned; and now, as is 
the case many times, the farm produced abundantly. 
He had acquired great wealth, owned great fields; was, in 
fact, a little prince, for, although not a righteous man, 
he was blessed with abundance, to which he had set his 
heart. But this that was intended to be a blessing to him 
became a curse, for in the time of plenty he was so foolish 
os sy forget God, and any person is foolish who forgets 


This farmer reasoned to himself, but he should have 
remembered that God knows even what we think. He is 
a discerner of the thoughts and intents of the heart. We 
are, therefore, exhorted, “Casting down imaginations, and 
every high thing (thought) that exalteth itself against 
the knowledge of God, and bringing into captivity every 
thought to the obedience of Christ,” 2 Cor. 10:5. It is be- 
lieved by some that the man possibly was more than a 
armer, inasmuch as the Greek word from which the 
ord “barn” (granaries) is derived is also the root word

meant here to include warehouses of kinds, suggest- 
ing that this rich farmer was also a trader. 


It seems that as this man grew rich, he became covetous. 
Hunger after riches too often grows into this usual soul- 
destroying stage, for soon or later the passion for riches 
supersedes all desires for the more noble things of life. 
The total concern is how to keep what is accumulated 
and reach out continuously for more. So this man decided 
to pull down his present storage places and increase them 
to meet the need of storing more fruit—‘‘my fruits.” Here 
he, like too many others, missed the goal. It was folly to 
say, “There will I bestow all my fruits and my goods.” 
The fruit of the earth belongs to God and is only loaned 
to us. We are to be stewards of God’s heritage. Then, 
notice he said “all”—none for the poor and needy; none 
for the storehouse of the Lord; none for Levites, minis- 
ters; but all for himself. Another evidence of his folly is 
shown when he thought the crops for the next year would 
be larger still, for we know not what tomorrow will bring. 
There were famines in Palestine as well as in Egypt, and 
famine followed the years of plenty. This character also 
showed his folly by thinking that abundance of natural 
things could satisfy the soul. “The natural man receiveth 
not the things of the Spirit”; neither does he see their 
value. His vision is on the natural and earthly things. This 
man thought that for many years he would enjoy ease 
and comfort, but instead it brought an accusing con- 

ience. Such an one at night wishes for the day, but sun-

or the covering of the night. 

“Eat, drink, and be merry” was the philosophy of the 
Epicureans. Their object was to find a practical guide to 
happiness. They and the Stoics were two antagonistic 
groups of philosophers who had their beginning in 342 
B.C. and 280 B.C., respectively. The apostle Paul met 
these philosophers at Athens. Jesus pictured this farmer 
to us as that kind who thought the materialistic things 
would satisfy even the longings of his soul. He looked 
forward to a lengthy life of self-indulgence, with ap- 
parently no thought of the judgment that lay beyond 
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this life. However, the suddenness with which he was 
cut off proved the folly of his thinking he could de- 
termine the future happiness by “much goods” and “many 
years.” Notice, his soul was required. Although he had 
said, “Soul, take thine ease,” God called him a fool! 

The angel who was assigned the special function of 
conducting souls of the departed to their own place, like 
the one who attended Lazarus and Dives, called suddenly. 
There were no delays, no days of self-indulgence. The 
soul of the righteous is not required, but he commits it 
to God. The body returns to dust, but the spirit to God 
who gave it, as Stephen said, “Lord Jesus, receive my 
spirit,” Acts 7:59. The poor sinner, with his soul engulfed 
by sin, entwined with earthly passions, finds it hard for 
the separation, for it is said to be required of him, as if he 
were a debtor and, at the hands of the pitiless executors, 
was forced to pay. 

Right on this pleasant night, when this man made such 
promises to his soul to rest and to linger many years, hijs 
soul was demanded. In this night, a night of terror, all 
the “things” had to be left behind. There was no chance 
for him to take them with him. Naked he came into the 
world, and naked he must return, for he could not benefit 
by all those things in death, in judgment, or in his ever- 
lasting state. The “much goods” were left to his ey, 
which today, as then, too many times becomes the object 
of contention, jealousies, lawsuits, and heartaches. Many 
times the heirs, not knowing the value of wealth, squander 
it recklessly. It has been said that many a man, if he 
could have foreseen to whom his house went after his 
death, would rather have burned it than beautified it. 
Therefore, the worldling planning for himself makes 
the greatest error because he is not rich toward God—in 
a. works, fruits of righteousness, graces, and spiritual 
g 

What a contrast are the lilies to the busy life of this 
rich farmer who employed all his time preparing for the 
future in this world. His whole heart was set on the 
dainty food and clothing to satisfy the flesh, while the 
lilies simply grew, and let God paint the beauty into them 
that far excelled all the beauties of Solomon’s gorgeous 
temple. The lilies did not fret and fume, or slash about 
and complain about their environment, because they were 
rooted deeply in the black, mucky mire, but from the black 
mud they glisten in matchless magnificence. He also 
speaks of the birds, which, without barns, are cared for 
all the year round. God who clothes the grass of the fields 
will clothe you. Have faith to believe Him. 


We are not to feverishly struggle for fleeting fancies, 
afflicting ourselves with perplexing cares because of con- 
stant concerns. Christ’s disciples are to ask God for their 
food and not live in a tortured state of anxiety. God will 
supply our need according to His riches in glory. There- 
fore, we should direct our hearts on the work of God, 
one advancement in God’s kingdom of grace, attending 
to God’s business, and He will direct our paths into the 
fields of most usefulness and will be mindful of our 
needs. The nations of earth concern themselves solely 
about the natural things, but we Christians delight to do 
= of God, and He will give us the desires of our 

earts. 

With God’s great provision for us in giving us the 
kingdom, there is certainly something, however, we must 
do. Christ says imperatively, “Seek ye the kingdom”; and 
He bids us seek entrance into it “rather” an pursue 
any earthly objects, rather than be anxiously concerning 
ourselves about temporal supplies. He indicates that this 
is something which has first claim on our thoughts and 
on our endeavors. “All these things shall be added unto 
you.” It is well for the world that there is not attached 
to the service of Christ any very valuable and attractive 
treasures which are of this earth. If there were, we 
should have the church choked with insincere and worldly 
minded members, paying as little devotion as they thought 
necessary for as much enjoyment and prosperity as they 
could . Christ has mercifully saved us from this 
calamity, but He has not found it needful to leave us 
without a provision for our need. We, therefore, who are 
in the kingdom, should never be despondent though cir- 
cumstances be against us.” At the right moment God will 
appear on our behalf: “goodness and mercy will follow 
us all the days of our lives, and even attend us through 
the gates of the heavenly city.” Oh, hallelujah!

There is one statement of God’s 
which runs through the Scriptures 
like a sad and poignant refrain, “My 
people have forgotten me.” Forgetting 
(or looking back) is an intense and 
awful word. It surely expresses the 
final issue in human alienation from 
the divine. Open and deliberate revolt 
against God shows, at any rate, 
some respect to His power, and even 
formal prayer, empty (void of faith) 
though it be, offers some recognition 
of God’s existence. But to become vain 
in imagination and forget Him, to live 
and plan and work as though He were 
not, to surrender or dismiss as insigni- 
ficant—this is surely the expression, 
a very last expression, of a separated 

e. 

The apostle Paul, writing under the 
inspiration and anointing of the Holy 
Ghost, desires to inform us of the fact, 
that at the time of Christ’s coming it 
will be a time of unthankfulness, 
trouble, darkness, crime, covenant- 
breaking, and evil imaginations. Na- 
turally, then, he would desire the 
Christians in Rome to have his own 
statement of the great teachings of 
grace, so stubbornly withstood and 
refuted everywhere by legalistic teach- 
ers. This text had its occasion in the 
intention of the apostle soon to visit 
Rome. Disgrace and ingratitude are 
making a clean and engulfing sweep 
of the entire world, seemingly. Let us 
not forget Paul’s command to the 
church saints at Colosse: “If ye then 
be risen with Christ, seek those things 
which are above, where Christ sitteth 
on the right hand of God. Set (place) 
your affections on things above, not 
on things on the earth. For ye are 
dead, and your life is hid with Christ 
in God,” Col. 3:1-3. 

People are never really dead so 
long as they are remembered. The 
real death is to be forgotten. How, 
then, do we come to look back or for- 
get God? In what sort of condition is 
this pease lack and spiritual weak- 
ness brought about? Here is a type 
from the — popery of the Bible. 
“Because thou hast forgotten the God 
of thy salvation, and hast not been 
mindful of the rock of thy strength 
... ” Isa. 17:10. Here is a forgetful- 
ness that is born when we have re- 
covered from some weakness. Pride of 
strength makes us forget the rock out 
of which we were hewn. This is a 
most common and insidious danger. 
Our weakness helps our remembrance 
of God; then our strength is the 
friend of forgetfulness. Paul said one 
time, “When I am weak, then am I 
strong.” In our weakness we remem-

ber the Lord and the dark, obscure 
things of the unseen come clearly into 
view. But when our strength re- 
gained, the vivid vision fades again 
and is sometimes entirely lost. There- 
fore, it is that a man who never knows 
weakness has a stupendous task in 
maintaining communion with God. 
People who never know what it is to 
be ill have so many more barriers to 
overcome in their fellowship with the 
Unseen. That is why darkness and 
gross dark is covering the earth. Let 
us not forget, please, that Paul, in our 
text, is speaking or writing to Church 
of God folks, too. 

It is the writer’s opinion that too 
many professors of Christianity are 
more interested in personal benefits 
than they are in death to sin and its 
disasters. 

The Church of God, as well as God 
Himself, is being challenged with all 
kinds of wicked, unholy spirits. All 
kinds of ungodly crimes are being 
committed by professing Christian 
people today. It is not because they 
are ignorant. My text says: “Because 
that, when they knew God, they glori- 
fied him not as God, neither were 
thankful; but became vain in their 
imaginations, and their foolish heart 
was darkened.” 

The pendulum of the Gentile world 
apostasy is in full swing, yet the apos- 
tates profess that they know God in 
wisdom, but in reality they are fool- 
ing and deceiving themselves. Many 
people never realize the grave danger 
there is in being deceived. 

Today we are coming face to face 
with many, many grave problems. If 
there has ever been a time when we 
needed a picture of the Son of God 
as the Great Physician, this really and 
truly is the time. The Lord Jesus 
Christ is able to heal all the ills of 
this old world. As already stated, we 
have many, many problems which 
confront the world today—spiritual 
problems, diplomatic problems, eco- 
nomic problems, financial problems, 
war problems, divorce problems, prob- 
lems of the home, problems of the 
state, problems of the nation. Yes, 
grave problems, indeed. 

Not many people realize the real 
danger that we are facing today as a 
church, and as a holy nation of peo- 
ple, as was spoken of by the apostle 
Peter. What we need today is more 
good Christian leaders, leaders who 
are dependable and sturdy, like Peter, 
James, John, and Paul, the apostles of 
the New Testament, to stem the tide 
of this apostasy that is corrupting 
Christianity. 

The whole world today is looking 
for able, discreet men. We may preach 
on such subjects as “Where Is the 
Lord God of Paul?” but it is not He 
who is missing; it is Paul. When there 
comes forth from today’s harvest of 
faithless, prayerless, fastless, trust- 





less, hopeless, and visionless church 
men, a person with the spirit, heart, 
and faith of Paul, then there will be 
wrought in today’s world, Paullike 
miracles. God needs men who can and 
will abhor sin and love the poor sin- 
ner, 2 man who can resist, the devil 
and submit himself to God. 

Yes, we are growing by leaps and 
bounds in numbers, in favor with 
men, in prestige and honor; but how 
about the growth of faith that works 
Christlike, Elishalike, Peterlike, John- 
like and Paullike miracles? Are we 
satisfied along that line with our 
growth? I am not! I am not a pessi- 
mist, neither his son, but I know what 
it means to be hid with Christ in God, 
where He can work through us His 
wonders, signs, and miracles for the 
— of His Word—the gos- 
pel. 
The reason a greater number of 
signs, miracles, and wonders are not 
performed among us is because He 
does not have many men like Peter, 
James, John, and Paul through whom 
to work His miracles. Men don’t want 
to suffer. I’ve heard someone say that 
suffering is a wonderful fertilizer to 
the roots of character. Now, we should 
keep ourselves in the light by walking 
in the gospel light. We know there are 
some who apprehend a danger in fail- 
ing to keep themselves in the light 
while many others seem to be sense 
very little with that danger. We should 
not object to anyone’s being awak- 
ened, however, but let the history and 
habit of his or her life up to this 
moment be what they might have 
been, we could not forbid that he or 
she should now look to the efficacy 
and power of the gospel offered and 
therein shout and rejoice. The crying 
and pressing concern of us all should 
be that God would help us keep our 
moral senses in this fast darkening 
age. 

Never before has there been such a 
challenging need of aggressive leader- 
ship among the boys and girls of this 
great freedom-loving country of ours. 
Church attendance, however, is a vital 
factor in the nation’s crime preven- 
tion program. The churches, of course, 
have an excellent privilege or oppor- 
tunity to wage war against the causes 
of crime. Crime usually plants its seed 
in the mind of a child during the 
formative years. It comes, however, 
when there is a lack of discipline, lack 
of respect for the rights of others, dis- 
regard for parents and constituted 
authorities, the lack of emotional 
stability. In both the church and the 
home, children must be made to un- 
derstand their individual responsibil- 
ity for personal conduct. They, also, 
must be encouraged to acquire suffi- 
cient religious conviction to fortify 
their moral conception for later years 
when selfish ambition, strong personal 
motives, dishonest associates, or some 
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other negative misleading influence 
may seek to entice them into trading, 
or rather bartering, their birthright 
as honest, forthright citizens for sor- 
did careers of corruption and crime. It 
has become very imperative that ev- 
ery American arouse himself to the 
urgent need of this hour, which is 
respect, liberty, life, faith, hope, and 
charity. It must be taught, preached, 
and practiced as a crusade against 
prevailing crime. 

The weakening of moral fibre, dem-

e number of immoral crimes com- 
mitted here in America, is not the 
only problem. The indifference apa- 
thy, and lethargy of parents who have 
been directly responsible for young 
people se to receive proper re- 
ligious education and discipline, have 
also exposed them to the false phil- 
osophies of the theorists, whose teach- 
ings have been mushrooming them- 
selves in every quarter of the globe. 
We need homes where children learn 
obedience, respect for their parents, 
respect for law, respect for God and 
the religious principles which must 
be perpetuated if God’s kingdom is to 
grow and move onward. The greatest 
simple factor in crime causation 
among juveniles is the breaking up 
and disintegration of the home. Ju- 
venile delinquency will continue to 
thrive until we restore the home and 
the family unit to their former sta- 
tion of importance as the fundamen- 
tal social unit in our church and na- 
tional life. 

Crime in its various forms continues

he Church only, but God, the home, 
and the nation likewise. The spirit of 
this age, as Paul the apostle stated, 
is moving people toward imaginary 
or idol worship, at unexampled speed. 
For instance, we quote: “And changed 
the glory of the uncorruptible God in- 
to an image made like to corrup- 
tible man, and to birds, and four- 
footed beasts, and creeping things. 
Wherefore God also gave them up to 
uncleanness through the lusts of their 
own hearts, to dishonour their own 
bodies between themselves: Who 
changed the truth of God into a lie, 
and worshipped and served the crea- 
ture more than the Creator, who is 
blessed for ever. Amen,” Rom. 1:23-25. 

We may ask such questions as, Why 
do men and women practice such 
cursed habits? Because they are with- 
out understanding, and are filling up 
their measures of sin for the day of 
wrath. Rom. 1:18; Matt. 23:32; Exod. 
15:16. Yes, they have been given.up 
to vile affections. 

We are invited by the gentleness 
and goodness of God to rise up and 
embrace the Lord Jesus Christ and 
S gospel. There is no gospel hearer 
oday who is not exhorted to em- 
brace the Son of God while He is in 
the way; but, along with the exhor- 
tation, he must also know that time 
is short and the way of reconciliation 
will soon be closed against him, and 
the Son of God, instead of being found 
in that way, will be seated on a throne 
of judgment, whence His wrath shall 
speedily begin to burn against all who 
failed to listen and give heed to Him. 
We may ask, as many have, “Why is 
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it so many people act so reckless and 
so brazenly independent?” Is it not 
because they have set at naught the 
power and authority of the gospel? 
Such appalling cases as this are very 
sickening and alarming. They are ex- 
amples of what human weakness and 
depravity can work out when man is 
simply given over to himself. The in- 
ebriate, the gambler, and the pleasure 
lover who sit around the gambling 
table till the morning sun looks in 
to reproach; the poor ruffian who 
after years of prison experience still 
plots his deeds of darkness; the brutal 
fellow, the poor outcast man of shame 
who vents his vileness and makes 
merchandise of human souls, all of 
these are but sad and doleful pictures 
for men to weep over and tremble at. 

They illustrate much more fully the 
callousness of the heart after it has 
become darkened and adamantized. 
It was to such persons Paul was ad- 
dressing his letter to the Romans, 
in which he was exhorting them to 
holiness of heart and life. As a warn- 
ing, he points to the dangers of 
heathenism around them. They had 
already debauched and _ corrupted 
their own good moral senses. They had 
given themselves over to the tyranny 
of lust, and it was controlling and 
ruling them. They had become insen- 
sible to their greed and guilt till Paul 
felt disposed, and did earmark them 
with this fatal epithet “Past Feeling.” 

Now let me say, in closing, that this 
world is fast becoming a conscience- 
less, senseless, and “past feeling” 
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world. Let me give you a quotation 
from a sermon preached back in the 
sixteenth century by a wonderful 
preacher of God: “I once entered a 
little humble farm cottage home on a 
chilly December morning, and spent 
two hours in personal conversation 
with its family. -The superannuated 
father of the family, in his ninety- 
sixth year, a most kind and amiable 
man, followed me to the door and 
oy me on the porch. He took me 
by the hand and dolefully remarked, 
‘I thank you for this visit, and hope 
it will not be your last. As you have 
just begun your labor among us, I 
wish to give you a word of advice, 
based on my own conviction and ex- 
perience. Let us old people alone and 
devote your labors to the youth of 
the country. Forty-five years ago I 
was greatly anxious about my soul; 
many were then converted, but I was 
not one of them. During the ministry 
of Mr. Sam Jones, many, many more 
were converted, but I was not one of 
them; and now for years, I have not 
had a single feeling on the subject! 
I know I am a lost sinner; I know I 
can be saved only through Jesus 
Christ; I feel persuaded that when I 
die, I will be lost! I believe all you 
preach, but feel it no more than if 
I were a block of stone. I expect to 
live and die just as I am. Leave us 
to ourselves and our sins and give 
your strength and labor to the work 
of saving the young, for I am past 
redemption now. It is too late now. I 
have sinned away my days of grace.”

Now let’s take a look at the present 
school with its hundreds of students, 
having able instructors, and, instead 
of reaching only a few, in only a few 
places, with this gospel, it is world- 
wide, and the gospel is being preached 
intelligently and, as Paul said, “With 
power and demonstration of the 
Spirit.”

Behold what God hath 
wrought”? 

There was a time when a minister 
could go out preaching with a boot on 
one foot and a shoe on the other, with 
a hole in his hat (if he had one), with 
a wisp of hair sticking up through the 
hole, and have a meeting, but not so 
now. We are in a progressive world, 
and everything must progress accord- 
ingly. The Church must move and that 
intelligently. We must not let any 
movement outdistance us in the race. 


OUR MUSIC 

Our music, we just can’t close with- 
out mentioning it. When we first start- 
ed out we were affiliated with Brother 
Otis L. McCoy, and the most we could 
do was to stand around the organ and 
make some kind of nasal sounds, but 
just look and listen now! There is no 
church or movement that can equal us 
in solos, duets, quartets, quintets, sex- 
tets, and choirs. We thank God that 
our educational facilities include mu- 
sic in its curriculum. 


OUR PUBLICATIONS 

Just think about our publications 
now. There is absolutely no compari- 
son to be made. When we try, we 
think of a molehill and a mountain. 
Thirty-nine years ago we had for our 
paper only a small two-leaf periodical 
named “White Winged Messenger,” 


only one editor, and he in for life, an 
about all that was said in this pape 
was by this editor. Now we have a 
wonderful paper, “The Church of God 
Evangel,” edited by a lovable and won- 
derful man, the Rev. J. D. Bright; also 
our other literature, “The Lighted 
Pathway,” for our young people, and 
anyone has the privilege to write 
manuscripts that are worth while. I 
know we are going places for God and 
His Church. Keep it up. Our. publica- 
— have helped more than anything 
else. 

People often say, “I wish we were 
back where we used to be,” but not I. 
I’m so glad we are where we are now, 
and there is still room for improve- 
ment. We want to see ourselves rise 
and shine and increase in knowledge 
and the fear of the Lord. 

Sister Gann has been my helpmeet 
51 years and has stood with me for the 
Church through many hard battles. 
All our hearts and lives are wrapped in 
the welfare of His Church, and we are 
expecting to see the rapture and be 
with her when she takes her flight. 
The saddest day of our lives was when 
we could no longer go with this won- 
derful message, when we retired from 
active service. When the call of God is 
in your soul, it never leaves you. By 
idleness you may lose some of your 
inspiration, but never the call of God. 


Our brethren in the ministry have 
been real good to us, and seem to 
esteem us very highly for our work in 
the past, and we appreciate them. But 
as we move to the end of life’s journey 
and see our fellow warriors slip away, 
we think that probably it will be our 
time to go next. I notice that of the 
ten elders who took such a firm stand 
for the Church, only three remain— 
Brothers M. S. Lemons, E. J. Boehmer, 
and I. I don’t see why I couldn’t de- 
sire to go om over, because I have 
more loved ones over there than here. 
Just keep up the fight, boys; there are 
other grounds to be taken yet. Take 
them so that your successors may also 
exclaim, “What hath God wrought!”

We who are born again Christians 
seldom dispute the fact that a Chris- 
tian can fall from grace or backslide 
and even go to hell. But since there 
are some who do dispute it, then we 
who do believe it should know why and 
here in the Bible is the basis of our 
claim. Someone has said that it was 
impossible to “fall from grace,” and, 
“once saved, always saved.” But I am 
sure he must have overlooked the 
following scriptures or he would not 
make such a claim. 

Here are some scriptures that set 
forth the fact plainly that we can fall 
from grace. In Gal. 5:4, Paul is talk- 
ing to the Galatians who had been 
freed by Christ. “Christ is become of 
no effect unto you, whosoever of you 
are justified by the law; ye are fallen 
from grace.” These people had started 
in the faith of Christ, and then along 
had come someone telling them they 
had to be circumcized after the law 
of Moses. If they had become as the 
Jews, going into bondage again, then 


Christ could profit them nothing and ° 


they would become as one lost after 
having been saved. How much clearer 
can Paul say you can fall from grace? 
In Heb. 12:15 we are exhorted again 
and warned not to fall from grace. 
“Looking diligently lest any man fail 
f the grace of God; lest any root of 
itterness springing up trouble you, 
and thereby many be defiled.” In 1 
Tim. 4:1, “Now the Spirit speaketh ex- 
pressly, that in the latter times some 
shall depart from the faith, giving 
heed to seducing spirits, and-doctrines 
of devils.” This is speaking of people 
in the faith; they have _ trusted 
Christ and accepted the faith, but 
some of them shall depart from it. 
“Having damnation, because they have 
cast off their first faith,” 1 Tim. 5:12. 
This scripture is speaking of a person 
who has once had faith but now has 
cast it aside to live as he pleases and 
will be lost and damned forever if he 
continues in this state. 

Heb. 3:6, “But Christ as a son. over 
his own house; whose house are we, 
if we hold fast the confidence and the 
rejoicing of the hope firm unto the 
end.” How many people forget the 
“if” and the condition placed in this 
verse? “Therefore, brethren, we were 
comforted over you in all our affliction 
and distress by your faith: For now 
we live, if ye stand fast in the Lord,” 
1 Thess. 3:7,8. Here again we must 
meet the condition if we would live 

ternally in heaven. Many times we 

re told to “watch and pray.” Friend, 
these are not idle words; they mean 
everything to us if we are determined 
to make heaven our home. Consider 
what it says in 2 Peter 1:10, “Where- 
fore the rather, brethren, give dili- 
gence to make your calling and elec- 
tion sure: for if ye do these things, ye 
shall never fall.” A sinner doesn’t fall 
from grace, because he never has re- 
ceived it; but we who have grace 
must make our election sure to the 
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end so we won’t fall. Would you believe 
that Paul, after preaching all his mar- 
velous messages and going through all 
his trials and persecutions, could be 
lost and become a castaway? In 1 Cor. 
9:27, Paul says, “But I keep under my 
body, and bring it into subjection: lest 
that by any means, when I have 
preached to others, I myself should be 
a castaway.” And in 2 Peter 2:20, we 
read, “For if after they have escaped 
the pollutions of the world through 
the knowledge of the Lord and Savior 
Jesus Christ, they are again entangled 
therein, and overcome, the latter end 
is worse with them than the begin- 
ning.” If a person accepts Jesus Christ 
and has come to know Him and His 
ways, and then returns to his old sin- 
ful life to live as he did before salva- 
tion, it will be worse for him than if 
he had never come to know Christ. 
Surely you will have to admit that this 
kind of person, once saved, is now lost 
and in a worse condition. 

I hear someone saying, “I believe one 
can backslide, but I believe the Lord 
will call him back again before it is 
too late.” Friend, it is true that the 
Lord will try and plead for his return, 
and is just to forgive his sins, if he 
confesses them and returns to the 
Lord. If he does not repent and re- 
turn, I believe he will be lost. If you 
want proof of this, read 1 Tém. 1:18-20: 
“This charge I commit unto thee, son 
Timothy, according to the prophecies 
which went before on thee, that thou 


by them mightest war a good war- 
fare; holding faith, and a good con- 
science; which some having put away 
concerning faith have made ship- 
wreck: of whom is Hymeneus and 
Alexander; whom I have delivered un- 
to Satan, that they may learn not 
to blaspheme.” Paul here names two 
people, Hymeneus and Alexander, who 
made shipwreck of their faith, and 
Paul reprobated them to Satan. Here 
are two people once saved, but now 
lost. In 2 Tim. 2:17, 18, we learn more 
about how they erred and also the 
name of another one—Philetus: “And 
their word will eat as doth a canker: 
of whom is Hymeneus and Philetus; 
Who concerning the truth have erred, 
saying that the resurrection is past 
already; and overthrow the faith of 
some.” Webster’s Dictionary says “err” 
is “to go astray, fall into error.” Friend, 
these men strayed from the truth they 
had once known, and were condemned 
to hell, and the pitiful part of it is 
they will overthrow the faith of others, 
people who have faith before they 
become overthrown, or deceived into 
believing a lie and be damned, as 
Hymeneus, Philetus and Alexander, 
who were delivered unto Satan. Let 
us, therefore, “beware lest any man 
spoil (us) through philosophy and 
vain deceit, after the tradition of men, 
after the rudiments of the world, and 
not after Christ,” Col. 2:8, for we can 
be saved and then be lost if we do 
not war a good warfare, as Paul left 
instructions for Timothy to do in 
1 Tim. 1:18. We can watch and pray 
and not be deceived by false teachings 
and doctrines of devils. Let us, there- 
fore, “believe the truth, and the truth 
shall make (us) free.”

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Victory Day at Walterboro, South Carolina 


In October, 1950, our church was in- 
debted to the Mission Board of South 
Carolina in the amount of $2,800, and 
when it was decided that we should 
lift the debt, many doubted and even 
ridiculed any attempt as utter fool- 
ishness. However, on March 1, 1951, 
we launched an intense drive to raise 
the necessary funds with which to pay 
the existing mortgage. After three 
months of fasting, prayer, working, 
and believing, May 27 rolled up on 
the calendar. 

In the church that day an object 
of curiosity met the gaze of all who 
entered the building — nothing less 
than an _ old-fashioned, back-yard 
wash pot, with wood neatly arranged 
for the fire..Curiosity mounted higher 
as the crowds began to come from far 
and near. Soon the church was over- 
flowing, and during the brief Sunday 
School, 331 listened as Brother L. M. 
Bishop, Sr., expounded the lesson in 
general to the entire school. Soon after 
a photographer made pictures the big 
moment was at hand. Victory day was 
here in force. 

As the great congregation arose, and 
the victory march began, varied emo- 
tions were manifest. Joy, faith, com- 
passion and doubt all mingled on the 
countenance of those passing by the 
little wash pot which had risen in a 
day from the mediocre task of boiling 
dirty clothes to receiving an offering 
for God. Soon, all having passed by 
casting in their means out of the 
abundance of their heart, the finance 
committee, Messrs. Herman Martin, 
Clifford Walker, Junior Ponds, Henry 
Mouzon, and L. M. Bishop, Sr., car- 
ried away the receipts to be counted 
while the congregation continued to 
worship God in the morning service. 

Song service over, the saints were 
made to weep for joy while the pastor 
spoke on the subject, “The Lord Is My 
Shepherd.” After the morning service, 
everyone retired to the picnic grounds 
behind the church where dinner was 
spread. Such food as was put on the 
68-foot table, built by Messrs. Clifford 
Walker, L. M. Bishop, Sr., and Barney 
Crosby, had never before been seen in 
the history of our church. Everything 
good to eat imaginable was there. Al- 
so, a very tasty barbecue, cooked by 
Mr. Russell Kinard, of Round O, was 
served. The pigs were donated by a 
very good friend and supporter of the 
church, Mr. Dolphus Boodle, of the 
Bonnie Boone Plantation, Ritter, S. C. 
Just a few minutes after Brother Ul- 
mer, a visiting Methodist minister, had 
returned thanks, the crowd of over 
550 people were busily engaged in con- 
uming copious quantities of fried 
chicken, barbecue, and all the trim- 
mings. Brothers Walter Groves, Jay 
Carter and Clemmon Ackerman were 
kept busy lading out iced tea, punch, 
and lemonade but finally were able 
to feast themselves, having quenched 
the thirst of the tremendous crowd. 

Dinner over, the table still well filled, 
the crowds again assembled in the 
auditorium for the afternoon sing- 
spiration. Shortly thereafter, with the 
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seating capacity of the church taxed 
beyond measure, the vestibule filled, 
and the yard jammed, the singers from 
various churches were rendering musi- 
cal numbers of such — intensity 
that heaven literally hovered over the 
congregation. The saints shouted, wept, 
and leaped for joy as the sacred vein 
of Jesus’ presence was felt through- 
out the building. After the musical 
renditions by the Murphy Quartet, 
from three counties, the N. Charleston 
Church of God Trio gave several se- 
lections, of which one merits special 
mention, “Peace in the Valley.” This 
song so touched the heart of the very 
accomplished pianist, Brother Walter 
Blackmon, of N. Charleston, that dur- 
ing the encore he wept and rejoiced as 
God anointed him to wrest rapturous 
music from the ivory keys, Sister Mel- 
rose Thomas, of the King and Sumter 
Streets Church of God, Charleston, 
S. C., and Sister Ruth Douglas, of N. 
Charleston Church of God, favored 
us with solos, each of which caused the 
entire congregation to feel the sacred 
presence of God. 

At 3:30 o’clock, after one and one- 
half hours of rapturous reveling in 
glorious gospel singing, the afternoon 
offering was taken. Brother Johnson 
displayed the Victory thermometer 
with $2,800, as the ultimate objective, 
and after a hasty consultation with 
the finance committee, he rushed out 
into the church with an adding ma- 
chine tape in his hand and an enthu- 
siastic fire burning in his eyes. The 
congregation waited breathlessly for 
the news. Suddenly, Brother John- 
son threw up his right arm, and, 
with thunderous overtones, announced, 
“Total offering for the day, $2,811.44.” 
Momentarily a hush descended, and 
then, as suddenly, a spontaneous shout 
of victory went up. My, how it did 
rain! The pent-up emotions of total 
victory were unleashed, and our souls 
were blessed by this stirring spectacle, 
God having moved a mountain for His 
people. Tranquility now reigns as 
eg is enjoyed and faith’s fruit 

as been plucked. Our church rejoices 
in the knowledge that the scriptural 
exegesis pronounced in Mark 9:23b, 
“All things are possible to him that 
believeth,” is true—E. D. Johnson,
